REJECTED 8Y MORGAN 


.Magnate, After Conference with 
Governor Stone, Says There Is 
No Change in the Situa- 
tion—Views of Roose- 
velt on Strike. 


Philadelphia, September 10.—The North 
American this morning says that J. P. 
Morgan has assented to a plan proposed 
by Governor Stone, of Pennsylvania, for 
ending the coal miners’ strike. The plan, 
accofding to The North American, was 
Bubmitted to Mr. Morgan yesterday by 
P. A. B. Widener, of this city. The plan 
In brief is for the mine workers to return 
to work, without a signed agreement; 
that the operators, by concessions, ad- 
just the difficulties existing between the 
men and the companies, and that after 
waiting a reasonable time, if the op- 
erators fail to do this, an arbitrator be 
appointed; and that if the men deem 
the decision of the arbitrator as unjust. 
then the men can again g on strike. 

The paper also says that G.vernor Stone 
immediately telegraphed President Mitch- 
ell for a conference and that the meet- 
ing between the governor and the miners’ 
chief will probably take place tomor- 


row. 


New York, September ¥.—Governor Wil- 
Nam A. Stone, of Pennsylvanta, who 
came to this city and made an effort 
during the day to see what could be 
done toward settling the anthracite coal 
strike, returned to Harrisburg tonight 
without apparentiy having ‘been able to 
accomplish a settiement. 

There were rumors afloat that the gov- 
ernor’s visit had results, but George W. 
Perkins, of J. P. Morgan & Co., denied 
tonight that there was any change in the 
situation. Word to the same efttect was 
received by long distance telephone from 
President Truesday, of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, who 
is out of town. 

Governor Stone was accompanied to the 
city by Attorney General K!ikKin, of Penn- 
sylvania, and secretary FTynn, of Pitts- 
burg. The three held a conference of 
several hours duration in 6}. A OB. 
Widener, of Philadelphia, in the offices of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 

After the conference had lasted an 
hour Mr. Widener went to see J. BP. Mor- 
gan, at the latter’s oftice, and asked him 
to use his influence to end dpe strike, 
Ten minutes later he returned to his fel- 
low conferees and told them that Mr. 
Morgan had declined to intertere.

170. Grace carried the city by a majority 
of 49, but the country vote put Von Kol- 
nitz in. The latter polled 115 out of 116 
votes at Mount Pleasant, his home, and 
this really decided the contest. 

Von Kolnitz has won a hard, gallant 
fight. Senator Tillman issued a threat 
that he would no longer help Charleston if 
Von Kolnitz was elected. because, he 
claimed, -he was not a democrat. After 
the first primary, when Von  MKolnitz 
lacked only 27 votes of b2ing nominated, a 
protest was filed, and on a recount of the 
vote it was shown that Von Kolnitz lost 
nearly 1W votes.

National Committeeman R. B. Hawley 
and his supporters claim that he will 
have enough votes to elect him state 
chairman, while the friends of Hon. Cecil 
Lyons, who {is making an active fight 
for the chairmanship, assert that the 
national administration would be pleased 
to see their man win the prize. 

One of the features of the day was the 
avowed candidacy of E. H. R. Green for 
the chairmanship. It has been generally 
understood that Green was using his best 
efforts in the interest of Hawley. There 
are many anti-local optionist delegates 
and it is announced that they will make 
a strong fight for a plank in the plat- 
form in accordance with their views. 
They claim that with such a plank the 
party can make great -inroads in the 
usual democratic majorities in several 
counties in the state 

At 1 o’clock this (Wednesday) morning 
it is asserted that National Committee- 
man R. B. Hawley and Henry Terr?! 
have withdrawn from the contest and 
have agreed to support Cecil A. Lyon, 
the present chairman. 

E. H. R. Green, of Terrell, the only 
candidate now opposing Lyon, said that 
he understood he had been deserted, but 
that he was still hopeful.

Denver, Colo., September 9.—Edward C, 
Stimson, of Cripple Creek, judge of the 
fourth judicial district, was today nomi- 
nated for governor by the democratic 
state convention on the first ballot. An 
informal ballot showed him to be in the 
lead with 396 of the 40 votes necessary 
to choice. The first regular,,ballot. was 


only three-fourths complete when it was 


seen that Stimson had gained enough 
yotes over the informal ballot to elect 
him and his nomination was made by ac- 
clamation. 

The ticket will be completed and the 
platform submitted tomorrow. The con- 
vention is instructed to indorse Henry M. 
Teller fort United States senator. The fol- 
lowing were placed in nomination for 
governor: Judge Edward C. Stimson, of 
Cripple Creek; Judge Theron Stevens, of 
Ouray; Governor James B. Orman, of 
Gunnison, and Joseph B. Maupin, of Fre- 
mont. 


MORE ABOUT MAINE’S “WENT.” 


Hill, the Republican Candidte, Will 
Have 26,000 Plurality. 
Portland, Me., September 9.—Since noon 
reports from yesterday’s election have 
been received from sixty-two towns. At 
10 o’clock tonight 360 of the 521 towns 
give Governor J. F. Hill, republican, a 
plurality of 23,617 votes. The indications 
are that the 160 towns yet to report will 
increase the republican plurality to 26,000. 
With only one senatorial and half a 
dozen representative district returns 
missing, the republicans have elected all 
but two senators and twetny-three repre- 
resentatives. In Lincoln county, Luther 
Maddocks, the republican candidate for 
senator, claims a safe plurality. If he is 
elected the senate will stand thirty re- 
publicans and one democrat, as two years 

ago.

President Spends Yesterday in 
Old North State and Leaves 
for Washington, 


CHEERING. THOUSANDS 
GATHER 10 GREET iM 


In His Addresses the President 
Lauds the Men Who Fought for 
the Confederacy and Refers 
to Himself as the Son of 
a Southern Woman. 


Asheville, N. C., September 9.—Ashe- 
ville extended a warm greeting to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today. Fully ten thou- 
sand people occupied the court house 
square, wnere the president addressed 
them from an improvised stand. The 
epecial train arrived here at 9:30 o'clock. 
The night was passed at Hot Springs 
and the run‘ from there to Asheville this 
morning was uneventful. -A short stop 
was made at Marshall, the home of Sena- 
tor Pritchard, where a number of people 
The p:<sident thanked 
them for their greeting... 

At Asheville he was met by a recep- 
tion’ committee, of which Charles Mc- 
Namee was chairman. Mayor Miller, 
Senator Pritchard and Congressman 
Moody were among those who greeted 
the president, the members of the com- 
mittee being introduced to the president 
in nis car by ‘Senator Pritchard. Car- 
riages were in waiting and under the es- 
cort of Zeb Vance company, Confederaie 
Veterans, carrying battle flags, and two 
companies of state militia and the First 
regiment band, the party started for 
the court house. At Battery Park the 
schoo] children were assembled on the 
lawn and sang “America’’ as the party 
passed. President Roosevelt stood in his 
carriage bareheaded. The city was elab- 
orately decorated and hundreds of people 
had come in from the country to greet 
the president. Whoen the president was 
Introduced by Chairman McNamee, he 
was enthusiastically greeted. 

The President Speaks. 

The president saidy 

“Mr. Chairman, Mr. Gudger and You, 
My Fellow-Americans: It is, indeed, a 
pleasure to have the chance of saying a 
word of greeting to you this morning, to 
speak here in the midst of your beautiful] 
country of western North Carolina, in 
thig beautiful city, in front of the monu- 
ment raised to Senator Vance. (Ap- 
Plause.) And to be addressing people 
whose forefathers have borne a distin- 
guished part in every great military or 
civic struggle through which this coun- 
try has come. (Applause.) It was not 
far from here, as we measure distance in 
America, that the Mecklenburg Declara- 
tion of Independence was _ formulated. 
(Applause.) 

‘The gentleman who introduced me 
spoke of the great deeds of the men who 
in the revolutionary war followed Marion 
and McDowell. My forefathers fought 
under Margen. (Applause.) My forefath- 
ers fought with the Georgia and South 
Carolina troops, who battled throughout 
the dark days when Cornwallis and the red 
dragoons of Tarleton Overran the south- 
ern states. They were present at Kings 
Mountain, at the Cowpens and they saw 
tne final triumph when the men-in blue 
and buff, who followed Greene, wrested 
victory out of defeat and when at last 
the flag of the thirteen union states, which 
had been thirteen colonies, waved with- 
out a rival along the coast and along the 
foothills of the mountains. (Applause.) 

“It has been a great and peculiar pleas- 
ure to be greeted as I was today by the 
men who served in the confederate army. 
Yesterday and today I traveled through 
a region which sent its sons, some to 
wear the blue, some to Wear the gray, 
all to gerve with courage and self-de- 
votion the right as it was given each 
to serve. The day before yesteday I went 
over the battle fields of Chickamauga 
and of Chattanooga; over that space of 
territory which saw for two months one 
of the most gigantic death wrestles of 
the civil war, the territory partly in Ten- 
nessee, partly in my mother’s state of 
Georgia. (Applause.) 


Refers to His Georgia Cane. 


“And I feel that the man would be but 
a poor American who did not come from 
the scenes. commemorating the valiant 
deeds of those armies a better American 
than when he started. While I was there 
a delegation of young men from the state 
of Georgia came to present me a cane 
cut from the battle fleld with the names 
of three union and three confederate gen- 
erals on it. One of the union generals, 
General Boynton, was showing me around 
the field. One of the confederate gen- 
erals, General Joe Wheeler, had been my 
chief in the Spanish war. (Applause.) 
Yesterday we stopped at a little station 
in Tennessee and among those who gath- 
ered to greet me was an old fellow who 
had worn the gray. He said: ‘I was one 
of Wheeler’s boys.” I said, ‘So was I.’ 
(Laughter and applause.)

Joshua M. Fierro, who drew the will 
of the senior McGregor as well as that 
of Bradford, says that there can be no 
question as to the validity of the Dakota 
divorce, as both parties signed the papers, 
and that the decree will be recognized 
in any state of the union. By the death 
of the young millionaire, who leaves 
about $4,000,000 to his bride, who was 
made a widow in thirty-six hours, the 
entire residuary estate of the late Am- 
brose McGregor, one of the founders of 
the Standard Oi! Company, reverts back 
to young McGregor's mother.

TODDIES BARRED 
BY UNCLE SAM 


Sale .of Liquor in Our Sa- 
moan Islands Prohibited 
| by Government. 


Washington, September ¥.—'l‘ne govern- 
ment has decided against the. sale-of in- 
toxicating liquor of any description in 
our Samoan possessions. Shortly after 
the tripartite agreement between Eng- 
land, Germany and the United States for 
the government of the Samoan islands 
was made, and the assumption of control 
of the American portion of the islands 
iby the navy, a license for the sa. of 
liquor at Tutuila was granted. : 

Subsequently, upon the recommendatic . 
of the naval governor, this license was re- 
voked, not, however, before the United 
States vice consul at Apia, Mr. Black- 
lock, had erected a hotel at Tutuila, in 
which the sale of liquor was carried on. 

When the license was revoked he ]jodg- 
€d a protest, claiming that the pronibition 
would work financial injury to him. It 
was also represented that:the sale of in- 
toxicants was permitted in the English 
and German portions of the islands. The 
navy department has decided against Vics 
Consul Blacklock. 


WINS A SUIT FOR MILLIONS. 


Judgment for $4,984,500 Is Entered 
for Brown. 

New York, September 9.—A judgment 
for $4,984,000 in favor of Charles R. 
Brown was entered today in an action 
brought by him in the supreme court 
against the Memphis, El Paso and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. Brown claimed 
to be the owner of 1,667 bonds of the de- 
fendant company, valued at $1,000 each, 
which were issued in 1867, THe Donds 
when they reached maturity were not 
paid and Brown sued to recover their 
value with the costs of the suit: and: the 
interest which had accumulated on the 


bonds.

FROM MENTAL ABERRATION 


Police and Detectives of Norfolk Fail. 
To Find Trace of Him—Theory 
of Foul Play Is Advanced. 
Friends Are Greatly 
Disturbed. 


Henry W. Grady, a member of the local 
staff of The Constitution and one of the 
most widely known young men of At-, 
lanta, has mysteriously disappeared from 
Nerfolk. Va., and all efforts to locate him 
have proved futile. 

The entire police and detective depart- 
ment of Norfolk, aided by the best men 
in the Pinkerton service; have been look- 
ing for Mr. Grady since last Friday. and’ 
late last night offered no hope of their 
ability to recover him. 

Mr. Grady, acompanied by his wife 
and 3-year-old son, spent a few days in| 
Norfolk, Va., and expected to leave there 
for Atlanta Friday morning. On that 
day he left his wife for the purpose of 
having his tickets signed and securing 
sleeping car transportation. Since then he 
has not been seen or heard from by any 
member of his family. 

Mrs. Grady has returned to Atlanta and 
is prostrated with grief. Eugene R. Black 
and Charles Black, of Atlanta, both 
brothers in law of Mr. Grady, are in New 
York continuing the search there, having 
abandoned the hope of finding him in 
Norfolk.

Several theories have been advanced as 
to the cause of his disappearance and the 
Strongest of these is that he wandered 
aboard an outgoing steamer or train while 
in a.temporary fit of mental aberration. 
The theory of fou] play has been put for- 
ward, but it is known that Mr. Grady 
had only about $50 upon his person and it 
hardly seems likely that foul play would 
have been done him for this small sum. 
Another theory is that he wandered into 
the ocean and was drowned. This might 
be reasonable but for the fact that he left 
the hotel in broad daylight and would 
doubtless have been seen by some one. 

The theory of suicide is not entertained 
by his family or friends. Mr. Grady was a 


‘devoted husband and father, so devoted, 


in fact, that this feature of his life at- 
tracted attention and won him genuine 
admiration from people who were not per- 
sonally acquainted with him. There was 
no.reason why he should have killed him- 
self. He was surrounded by every luxury 
and comfort for which he might wish 
and both he and his wife are possessed 
of ample fortunes. Even had he meditated 
Such -an act it is believed that the thought 
of his wife and baby would have deterred 
him and causéd his mental aberration to 
take some other course. 
Details of Disappearance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Grady, accompanied by 
their young son, Henry W., Jr., left At- 
lanta about six weeks ago for a trip east. 
It was the time chosen by Mr. Grady to 
take his annual vacation and he went 
east in the hope of securing relief from 
hay fever, from which he suffered severe- 
ly every summer. The disease caused him 
greater discomfort than ever this year 
and while in the east Mr. Grady suffered 
to stich an extent that he complained to 
his wife of a strange buzzing in his head 
which caused~him some uneaginess. It is 
believed that if his mind was temporarily 
deranged it was a result of his intensa 
suffering. 

In New York he wrote a_ telegram, 
which he showed to his wife. To her it 
appeared to be a mere jumble of words, 
without any intelligent meaning. She call- 


“éd his attention to it and he destroyed 


the message, laughingly remarking that it 
was the best he could do. : 


Mr. and Mrs. Grady left New York for 


Norfolk last Thursday via the Old Do- 
minion line. The sea trip seem to give 
Mr. Grady considerable relief and he re- 
tharked to his wife that the time he spent 
on the*otean was the only time he found 
relief from the hay fever. In Norfolk 


“nothing strange was marked about his 


conduct, except a discussion which arose 
over the railroad tickets which he did 


_not seem to be able to understand. 


On Friday morning Mr. Grady left the 
hotel early, stating he would go to Ports- 
mouth and have the transportation vali- 
dated and secure sleeping car accommo- 
dation. He seemed in a cheerful mood. 

This was the last time his wife saw him. 

When he failed to return after a rea- 
sonable time had elapsed Mrs. Grady be- 
came alarmed and made inquiries for 
him. Her alarm was caused through the 
fact that he had never before remained 
away unnecessarily without communica- 
tion to her his whereabouts. After twelve 
hours Mrs. Grady became distressed and 
wired Eugene Black, Mr. Grady’s brother 
in law, who left immediately for Norfolk. 
Upon arriving there Mr. Black secured 
the aid of police and detectives and the 
city and surrounding country were scour- 
ed and the beach was closely watched for 
dead bodies. No trace could be found of 
Mr. Grady and Monday Mr. Biack went 
to New York, where the city police de- 
partment and detectives, aided by Pinker- 
ton men, are making a systematic’ search 
of the city for him. 


To Make Systematic Search. 

Every possible effort will be made to 
locate Mr. Grady if he is alive. The 
whole courftry will be searched for him 
and the police of every city will be noti- 
fied to watch for him. The principal for- 
eign ports will be watched and if he has 
gone away on an outgoing steamer it 
seems likely that he will be found. 

Henry Grady has a_ wide circle of 
friends in Atlanta and throughout the 
state. He has been prominent in local 


‘politics, social and business affairs. For 


two years he was councilman from the 
sixth ward and had a large following. He 
took a deep interest in Atlanta’s growth 
and development and was foremost in ef- 
forts to secure the city additional pres- 
tige. 

The news of his strange disappearance 
was received in Atlanta with surprise 
and sorrow and his friends are deeply 
concerned about his welfare. His friends 
in Atlanta and throughout the south are 
extending to Mrs. Grady their heartfelt 
sympathy and are holding out the hope 
that Mr. Grady took a steamer to New 
York and that he will be found.

WOMAN TAKES OWN LIFE 


Rather Than Sign a Confession of 
Her Wrongdoing, the Woman 
Preferred To Kill Her Hus- 
band and Commit 
Suicide.

New York, September 9.—Charles 
O’Neil died in a hospital early this miorn- 
ing, and his. wife, Ida, was found dead 
in their apartments with two bullet 
wounds in her body. ‘The tragedy fol- 
lowed a quarrel in which O’Neil accused 
his wife of having been unfaithful. 

Acording to the story told by U’Néeil 
Shortly before he died, he learned last 
month that while he thought his wits 
was out of the city on a vacation, in 
reality she had been stopping at a hotel 
in New York with anotner man. Last 
night he accused her of this and hal 
told her that she would have to sign a 
confession. Taking an unloaded revolve: 
from his desk he put it to her head. She 
begged him not to kil] her, saying she 
would confess. He lowered the revolver 
and as he did so she ran from the room. 
She came back in a few moments, ac- 
cording to O'Neil; with a revolver and 
shot him twice. Immediately afterwards 
She turned the revolver on herself and 
fired two shots. She fell, and, it seemed, 
died instantly. 

The coroner who went to the O'Neil 
apartments found O’Neil’s empty re- 
volver, but he also found a slip of paper 
which seems to indicate that O'Neil 
meant to load and use the revolver bé- 
fore morning. On the paper was written 
in a man’s hnadwriting: 

“Three letters on the gas meter will 
explain all’’ 

The letters were addressed to relatives 
of O'Neil and asked for forgiveuess for 
what he was about to do. One of the 
letters disposed of his property and life 
insurance to his sister.

He was re- 
turning from a vacation tour when he so 
mysteriously disappeared. 

It is not believed that Mr. Grady was 
foully dealt with. He was not likely to 
frequent or even to visit resorts where 
his life might be jeopardized. The idea 
of suicide is scouted by his friends. The 
police of all near by cities have been 
notified to detain him should he be found 
by them. 

Mr. Grady has an expired press ticket. 
He never presented it to the passenger 
department in the general office building 
for extension. The ticket agent remem- 
bers nobody answering the description at

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Washington, September 9.—(Special.)— 
Negro delegates from the southern states 
are not wanted in the republican na- 
tional convention of 1902. 

The systematic elimination of the ne- 
grom from the inner councils of the re- 
publican party in the south is already 
Systematically under way. How far 
President Roosevélt may be responsible 
for this cannot be stated at this time, 
but the movement is being worked by 
his friends, and it is apparently directly 
in nis interests. 

While the ultimate object of the men 
who are engaged in shutting the negro 
out of the republican party may be to 
build up a white man’s republican party 
in the south by bringing abaut political 
divisions on economic questions rather 
than on the race issue, there is no doubt 
that, if the expectation of the president’s 
friends are realized, its immediate effect 
will be to. make the renomination of 
President Roosevelt certain. 

The president’s friends realize that his 
nomination will be opposed by all the 
power that the trusts and great corpor- 
ations can yield. This will probably mean 
that he will have the east arrayed 
against him in the convention. He will 
have to depend on the south and west 
for the votes to carry him through. The 
président’s friends propose to see to it 
that none but trusted Roosevelt men are 
sent as delegates from these sections, as 
far as it is in their power to do so. 

The west has always been the Roose- 
velt stronghold, and it is thought that 
his attitude on the trust question will 


not hurt him any there. The south, too, 
could be depended upon to send Roose- 
velt delegates to the convention without 
any elimin fon’ “of the’ ne 6° element, 
but the queStion is wnéther* the negro 
delegates coulf be depefided tipon to stick 
if they should arrive in‘ the convention 
city and find themselves exposed to the 
peculiar kind of ‘‘temptations” whicn the 
trust managers mught throw in their 
way. 

Peculiar stories have been told in the 
past of-the inability of the colored dele- 
gates to resist temptation of this kind, 
and it is said that the president's friends 
believe -it is their duty to protect their 
colored brethren from thé liability of be- 
ing tempted. At present there seems to 
be every’ reason to befieve that the plan 
will be successfully carried out. 

Senator Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
whose elimination. of the negroes from 
the North Carolina republican convention 
is still fresh in the public mind, is said 
to have been selected as the chief agent 
for carrying out the programme of get- 
ting white Roosevelt delegations from the 
southern states. It is recognized that 
there are some white. men in the repub- 
lican party in the south who would be 
as lable to yield to temptation as would 
the negroes. These men, to0, are to be 
eliminated when it comes to the selection 
of delegates. It is said that Senator 
Pritchard is expected to personally select 
the men in the different republican states 
who are to see to it that none but re- 
liable white republicans, men who will 
stand out for President Roosevelt to the 
last, are chosen as delegates.

country, because it is a mighty good thing 
for any American to meet his fellow- 
Americans at different parts of the coun- 
try in order that he may realize how 
trivial are the points of unlikeness and 
how essential are the points of likeness.

“Oh, my friends, the lesson of brother- 
hood, the lesson that is taught by such 
a. greeting as I am receiving at this mo- 
ment, the lesson that is taught whenever 
you see valiant and true men who wore 
the blue meet valiant and true men who 


| wore the gray, and shake hands with 


them, that lesson applies through all our 
national life, and it applies just as much 
in forming a judgment between class and 
class as between section and section. We 
never can succeed in making this country 
what it can and shall be made until we 
work together, not primarily as northern- 
ers or southerners, easterners or west- 
erners, not primarily as employee or em- 
ployer, townsmen or countrymen, capl- 
talists or wage workers, but primarily as 
American citizens—(applause)—to whom 
the right of brotherly friendship and com- 
radeship with all other decent American 
citizens comes as the first and greatest 


of privileges. 
Character Counts. 

“We need good laws, we need honest 
and upright administration of the laws, 
but we need as the fundamental pre- 
requisite for good government a high 
average standard of citizenship in the 
men who make the laws and stand back 
of them. (Applause.) The best law by 
itself will not bring good citizenship. A 
bad law will do incalculable harm, and no 
greater damage can be done to any coms 
munity than maladministration, dishonest 
or unfair administration of laws. A law 
badly administered can do great harm, 
and often most harm to those who at any 
given moment may think that it is to 
their interest to have the law violated, or 
to have it put upon the statute books. Bad 
laws can do harm. Good laws can do a 
measure of good, but it is the man be- 
hind the law who will ultimately, by the 
way in which he performs his dutiés, de- 
termine whether this country is to go up 
or down. (‘(Applause.) Character is what 
counts. 

‘“rhe men here who fought in the union 
army, the men who fought in the confed- 
erate army, let them look back. What did 
they care for most in the men who were 
their comrades, who fought on their right 
hand and their left hand in time of ac- 
tion? It was not as to the man’s antece- 
dents, it was not as to whether he was 
rich or poor, or what his social position 
had been, it was to know whether, when 
the time of crisis came, he would stay. 
(Laughter and applause.) If the need 
came to go forward you wanted to be 
sure when he moved that he would move 
in the right direction. 

“You wanted to know that you could 
count on his being there as a good friend, 
and not as a foe to lookout for. You wanted 
to have him devoted to his country, de- 
voted to his flag, loyal to his regiment, 
but I don’t care how fine his feelings 
were, if he ran away he was no good. 
(Loughter.) It is so in civil life, for if 
a citizen is to be worth his salt he needs 
character, and into character many ele- 
ments enter. If a man is not décent, 
then the abler he is the more dangerous 
he is to the community. In the revolu- 
tionary war one of the bravest and most 
brilliant soldiers during the early years 
of the contest was the man who has left 
his name as a by-word of infamy to the 
nations for all time; the man who fought 
with distinguished gallantty in Canada, 
the man who led ali the American forces 
in the great battle at Saratoga and left 
his leg on the field of victory. That man, 
with all his courage, al] his daring, all 
his superb military genius, turned because 
the root of righteousness was not in him, 
sought to betray his comrades for money 
and left the name of Benedict Arnold as a 
hissing forevermore. 

Honesty and Courage Needed. 

In civil Hfe the danger Is not so pat- 

ent, but it is just as great, if ability is 


not accompanied by a rightful senge: of 
accountability to the moral law. In ad- 


dition to honesty and decency, you must 
have courage. I want to see every one 
& good man, and in addition to that I 
want to see him a brave man. We must 
have the maniy virtues deeply imbedded 
as part of our national characteristics if 
we are to do our work aright in peace 
or in war. But honesty ana. courage to- 
gether are not enough. I.care not how 
brave and how honést a/man is, if he 
was born foolish you do but little

need, in addition, the saving grace of 
common sense. There is no patent device 
by which we can make this country pros- 
per and there is no patent device by 
which we can make the average citizen a 
credit to the country; make him hold 
higher the standard of good government. 
The average citizen must make himself a 
worthy citizen of the republic. The aver- 
age citizen must realize that it is upon 
his shoulders that the entire government 
structure rests. .We get in the habit of 
speaking-of the government as if it were 
something apart from us. 

‘Now the government.ig ug,.we are the 
government, you and I. (Applause.) 
And the government is going to do well 
or ill accordingly as’ we with sanity, with 


resolution, with broad charity, and sound 


common sense, make up our minds how 
the affairs of thé goverhment shail be 
managed. No man can take the burden 


of government off the shoulders of a 


people fitted for self-government. No 
man can make it easy for any people 
to govern themselves. They have got to 
determine for themselves what the gov- 
ernment shall be, and in the long run 
the government will represent. their 
wishes, their wishes for good or their 
wishes for evil, or else they are indif- 
ferent to good or evil. (Applause,) And 
so, my plea to you, my fellow-Americans, 
as to every citizen in every section of the 
country, is remember that in this coun- 
try nothing, no law, no leadership, can 
possibly take the place of the exercise 
by the average citizen of the fundement- 
al qualities of honesty, courage and. 
common séense.”’ 

The president was given three hearty 
cheers as he finished his speech.  Car- 
riages then were entered and the party 
was driven to Biltmore, the home of 
George Vanderbilt. More than an hour 
was spent in inspecting the grounds. 
Whilé in one of the summer houses the 
president shook hands with a number of 
confederate veterans. His train left 
promptly at 1:30 p. m. for Washington. 


CROWDS AT SALISBURY ,

Salisbury, N. C., September 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt arrived here at 6:30 o’clock 
this evening on the way to Washington, 
and was welcomed by a large crowd. 

Asheville through the 
mountains was greatly enjoyed by the 
president, who praised the scenery and 
the engineering skill displayed in build- 
ing the road. 
at Old Fort, and ‘here the president 
found a large number of country people 
waiting to greet him. He said: " 


“I have time only to Say a word of: 


thanks and of greeting to you. It has 
been a great pleasure to come through 
North Carolina today and to meet your 
people. I count myself lucky in having 


gotten here. A’ good American is a g00d - 


American anywhere you find him. You 
do not find any better than in North 
Carolina. (Applause.) The man who is 
a décent citizen, a good husband, a good 
father, behaves well with his neighbor 
and does his duty for the state is a de- 
cent citizen, north or south, or east or 
west.

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Only Seven at Large, and Officers 
Are After Them—Further De- 
tails of Corruption in the 
City Council of St. 

Louis. 


St. Louis, September owe Judge 
Douglas adjourned court tonight seven of 
the nineteen members of the alleged 
boodle combine of the house of delegates 
were still at large and the police and 
deputy sheriffs are using their best efforts 
to find them. Developments in the fa- 
mous case began early and throughout 
the day came with startling rapidity. 

The most important feature of the day's 
developments was the finding of new in- 
dictments against eighteen members of 
the combine. In addition to the charges of 
bribery and perjury, in connection with 
the Suburban street railroad deal, the 
members of the alleged combine now rest 
under additional indictments -. charging 
bribery. These were found by the grand 
jury, before which J. K. Murrell testified 
today as to the city lighting scandal of 
1900, in which each member of the com- 
bine is said to have received $2,500 in pay- 
ment for his services in securing the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Bonds were fixed at $15,000 for each in- 
dictment, making a total! of $45,000 neces- 
sary to be secured for the release of any 
one of the accused. Early in the day 
former Delegates J. H. Schnettler, John 
Helmes, Otto Schumacher and Charles 
Gutke and Delegate J. J. Hannigan, who 
spent the night at their respective homes 
in the custody of deputy sheriffs, were 
locked up in jail because of their failure 
to secure bonds. Charles Gutke was 
later released in bonds of $30,000 on the 
first two indictments, but was soon re- 
arrested on the bribery indictment re- 
turned today and is still in custody, hav- 
ing failed to secure additional surety. 

Released on Heavy Bonds. ’ 

Ex-delegate Bersch was taken into 
custody some time during the forenoon, 
but was soon liberated, Ed Butler, a weal- 
thy loca] politician, signing his bond to 
the amount of $45,000. Butler also went

NO MERCY SHOWN HORSES

IN GREAT MILITARY RACE 


Special Correspondence. 

Paris, August 30.—First accounts of the 

“military race’’ from Bruseels to Ostend 
were bad enough in the story they gave 
of the tortures inflicted on the horses 
ridden, but later developments prove 
that the cruelty practiced by the various 
contestants toward their mounts was 
even more horrible than was at first 
supposed. 
‘‘* Of the thirteen horses out of sixty-one 
that died before the end of the 82 1-2 
mile race was finished, every one lost 
its life because it was forced to go on 
long after its strength was plainly on 
the point of giving out. As the animals 
that ‘“‘lasted”’ came past tbe winning post 
at the Ostend hippodrome, their sides 
were seen to have been torn into shreds 
by the merciless spurring that they had 
received, their bodies were masses of 
blood and foam, and their eyes were 
bulging out of their sockets. 

The French lieutenant Banzil blew out 
the brains of his horse when, close to 
Ostend, he saw that it was dying. This 
poor beast had the most endurable end 
of any of the creatures whose lives were 
sacrificed in order to prove, as the 
French officer Madamet, who won the 
race, expressed it, ‘‘that a trained horse 

will gallop to the very last.”” The steed 
of Lieutenant ‘Gibbon, the one English 
officer who participated {n the race, lay 
and panted its life out by the roadside. 
The Belgian Blommaert’s horse dropped 


dead of apoplexy 20 miles from Ostend. 
The other animals, among them those of 
Lieutenant Casteau and Lieutenant Mey- 
nard, just struggled on until their hearts 
gave way.

While the consul was considering his 
case, Girimondi was arrested by the local 
authorities on the charge of betraying the 
daughter of an ancient Italian house and 
thrown into prison. The Italian govern- 
ment also took note of his fraudulent 
practices and sought to know the pleas- 
ure of the United States in the matter of 
his prosecution. After full consideration, 
and seeing that the man was already in 
the way to be roundly punished for his 
other offenses, the state department de- 
clined to express any wish in the matter. 
leaving Girimondi tq be dealt with by the 
application of the focal law. He is said 
to have had a most extraordinary career 
and, although almost unlettered, he has 
succeeded in attaching himself to many 
positions of great prominence in the 
course of his career and using them to 
secure his advancement.

MORGAN’S ORDINARY HAS 
LARGE EDUCATIONAL FUND 


Madison, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)— 
The recent election of Hon. R. L. Pea- 
cock to the office of ordinary of Mor- 
gan céunty to fill the unexpired term of 
Hon. T. B. Baldwin, resigned, has 
brought into prominence again the Bras-- 
well fund, of which this office is cus- 
todian. It igs doubtful if any ordinary 
of the state gives larger bond or has as 
much on his shoulders as the ordinary of 
Morgan county: 

In 1817 Benjamin Braswell, a well-to-do 
farmer, of upper Morgan, died and left 
a will deeding his property to the indi- 
gent orphans of the county and placing 
it in the hands of the court of ordinary 
as custodian. The woriginal amount of this 
fund was $10,000. In 186 Mrs. Année Kolb 
left $5,000 to bé added to this fund. The 
Braswell fund was safely invested. The 
interest on the amount more than paid 
for the education of the indigent or- 
phans of the county, and the fund grad- 
ually grew until it assumed considerable 
proportions. During the war all of the 
fund invested outside of the county was 
lost, Indeed, it might almost be said that 
all of the property was lost with the 
exception of $5,000 loaned to tne county 
prior to and during the war. This $5,000, 
together with the - $6,000 deeded ty the 
fund by Mrs. Anna Kolb, has grown to 
immense proportions during the last 
thirty-five years. In April last the total 
amount of the fund lacked only a few 
dollars of being $77,000. The judicious in- 
vestment of the fund by former ordina- 
ries, especially by. the Hon. T. B. Bald- 
win, who has neld the ordinary’s office 
for over twenty years, and who recently 
resigncd on account of.-illness, accounts 
for this great increase over the original 
amount. Various investments have been 
maie—ali perfectly safe—the largest be- 
ing 200 shares in the Georgia railroad. 

As custodian of this fund the ordinary 
of Morgan county is required to give a 
bond of $86,000.

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The newly elected ordinary, Hon. R. 
L. Peacock, who has given this bond 
and has taken his seat, is in every way 
fitted for tne responsible position he 
holds.

Annual Convention of Association of 
Operators Meets in Jacksonville. 
Governor Jennings To Speak.

Jacksonville, Fla., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Severa] hundred turpentine opera- 
tors of seven gouthern states are in Jack- 
sonville tonight to attend the annuai 
convention of the Turpentine Operators’

NOE-ITH CAROLINA CROP REPORT 


Crops Suffer Considerably for Lack 
of Moisture. 
C., September 9.—(Specia!.) 
crop report for North 
Carolina for the week ended last night 
and was issued today. It says: 
“Frequent showers occurred during the 
week, chiefly on the 3d and 4th, which 
gave a fairly abundant amount of mois- 
ture along the northern tier of counties, 
but were very irregularly distributed over 
the central and southern portions of the 
state. The droughty character of the sea- 
son has not materially changed and crops 
continue to suffer from lack of sufficient 
moisture in many counties. Where show- 
ers occurred late crops were revived to 
Some extent, and field peas, turnips and 
clover were benefited.. The mean tem- 
perature was above normal except on the 
5th and 6th, which were quite cool. Farm 
work progresses rapidly, but fall plow- 
ing is much behind on account of the 
refractory condition of the soil. Streams 
are very low and water for stock is 
scarce in some places. Cotton has not 
improved and will be far short of an aver- 
age crop; the bolls have completed their 
growth and are opening very fast, some 
prematurely on account of rust, which is 
very widespread. Picking cotton is now 
general and is advancing more rapidly. 
Late planted cotton is still green and will 
give a small top crop. Corn is practically 
made, and is a very good crop on bottom 
lands, though short on uplands. Much 
corn has already been cut and placed in 
shocks. Fodder pulling is nearly finished. 
Making sorghum sirup has begun. Tobac- 
co is all cured except in the larger pro- 
ducing counties in the north from Gran- 
ville to. Surry, where the work is still in 
progress, with good results. Minor crops

They have made little 
headway as yet in finding a new man of 
the industrial type of republican to risk 
the tapping of his barrel in a missionary 
enterprise, but they hope great tnings 
from the entousiasm which they expect 
to evoke at the Birmingham convention. 

Alabma Crop Report. 

Section Director Chaffee, of the weath- 
er bureau, today issued his weekly crop 
review, his comments on general crop 
conditions being as follows: 

Temperatures averaged about normal, 
with very general, and, in some places, 
heavy rains; in fact, the long protracted 
drougot has been generally broken in igi 
portions of the state. The rains, while 
favorable for minor crops and some late 
corn, were too late for cotton and the 
greater portion of the corn crop. Cotton, 
as a whole, continues in very poor con- 
dition, the greater portion of it has stop- 

> bulk of the crop 
open and no scanpeeies a top crop; dam- 
age by rust and shedding has diminished 
considerably; picking, .which is being 
pusned in all sections, was retarded by 
the rains, which also damaged much open 
cotton and caused some sprouting in 
bolls; in a few localities, the bulk of the 
crop has been picked, and the present in- 
dications are that this will be the earliest 
and lightest cotton crop made in this 
section in many years. Very late corn 
has been improved by rains in some 
northern and a few southern counties, 
but the corn outlook is also poor; mucn 
of the crop has been cut, and considerable 
housed, with a generally very light yield. 
Early sweet potatoes are being marketed 
in fair condition, with a light yield; late 
potatoes, peas, peanuts, cane and Sor- 
ghum have improved steadily since the 
rains set in, though they will all make 
generaily poor to fair yield only, except 
in a few favored localities, where such 
crops are quite promising; in some locali- 
ties, potatoes are practically a failure; 
pastures are reviving and there may yet 
be some Jate nay made; fodder pulling 
is progressing rapidly, with much of this 
forage saved in good condition. Turnips 
are now doing well generally, and more 
are being sown. 

Other News in Brief. 

Major W. P. Gorman has just returned 
from <Autauga county, where he built 
the first 3 miles of macadamized road 
ever constructed in that county. It was 
made across Bear creek swamp, one of 
the most noted pieces of bad Yroad in 
Alabama. A movement has already been 
started in the county for the issuance of 
$25,000 of bonds to carry on the work. 

This city is full of Georgians today, who 
have come in on an excursion over the 
Central road from Albany and Fort Val- 
ley. The long train came through load- 
ed to the steps without an accident or 
farm laborers to the saw mills. There is 
hitch of any sort 

The convict bureau is shipping its 
precious little crop to gather on the state 
farms and little use for labor. In the 
meanwhile, the demand for. convicts 
among the saw mills steadily grows and 
at advancing prices.

The love- 
ly southern vines are carefully cut and 
lightly packed in large boxes, which sell 
for $3 each. Some half dozen years ago 
when an enterprising citizen first began 
the industry it was a mint, the price 
being $ a box. Other followed and the 
business has grown to considerable pro- 
portions, the shipments from Evergreen 
aione last year having exceeded 360,000 
worth. There is no apparent diminution 
in the supply of smilax, as the vine rap- 
idly grows again after being cut. 

No specia! damage is apprehended‘ from 
the appearance of the cotton caterpillar 
in some of the low lands. A year rarely 
passes that some report of worms is not 
heard. Cotton everywhere except-on poor 
land, where it had already practically 
matured and died under the hot sun, is 
growing finely and blooming rapidly. The 
farmers say with a late fall they may 
vet make more cotton than seemed pos- 
sible two weeks ago. 


Burglars Loot Postoffice. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., September 9.—Bur- 
glars forced an entrance into the post- 
office at Fair View, Christian county, 
early this morning and blew open the 
safe with dynamite. They secured a small 
sum of money and some stamps and suc- 
ceeded in making their escape.

What the interests of thousands of 
merchants, traveling men, tourists and 
correspondents demand is through 
trains, through mails and express and 
quick action for the money they spend 
traveling over the Central lines south 
of Macon. They want the opening of 
the trunk line from here to Macon on 
a quick schedule that will enable them 
to go from Atlanta in the early morn- 
ing and reach the ends of the Central’s 
lines before night. All this is feasible 
and the simplest management of rail- 
way traffic could easily arrange it. 

We do not understand that this 
great Central of Georgia system owes 
no favors elsewhere in Georgia than 
in Macon. There was a time when it 
geemed so, but the time has come 
when the whole state feels that it is 
due consideration and tair play in th.s 
matter of quick schedules.

Palma’s Wise Recourse, 

No cleverer and more enlightening 
correspondence is sent out of Cuba 
than that which comes to The Consti- 
tution. It originates within the very 
whirl of official movements and in-

President Palma is beating the air “be- 
tween the devil and the deep blue sea,” 
80 to speak. His first schemes for 
Cuba have gone awry, a congressional 
cabal has run away with the policy of 
‘the government and the members of 
the first cabinet seem to be in a sauve 
qui peut to get away from their jobs, 
and even from Cuba. 

The only hopeful signal given us in 
the account of the chaos now on in the 
island is the determination of Presi- 
dent Palma to go back to the cultiva- 
tion of the aid and influence of some 
of the men who did most to make the 
American intervention acceptable and 
Successful. In the work of 1899-1900 
Generals Brook and Wood made care 
ful and wise selections of men for 
their cabinets and chief administrative 
officers. Some were taken because 
they were strong and faithful leaders 
of the revolution, some because they 
were popular and trusted by the com- 
mercial circles, and some because 
they were the best equipped for cer- 
tain lines of reconstruction work and 
willing to do it according to American 
theories and practices. The conse- 
quence was that both governors gen- 
eral had strong cabinets and governed 
Cuba with ease and happy results. 

In recalling so fearless and able a 
man as Mendez Capote to the portfolio 
of state and so honest and foresighted 
a financier as Cancio to the treasury, 
President Palma does well and makes 
a long stride toward repairing the faux 
pas of his first endeavor “to consoli- 
date all Cubans” in a harmonious na- 
tional fiesta of free government. These 
two men together can do much to re- 
store public confidence and advance 
the peace and welfare of Cuba. 

The Atlanta Public Schools. 

The opening of the new school year 
has witnessed the usual crush for ad- 
missions.

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The West for Tariff Reform. 

Those eminent republicans who have 
grown red in the face explaining that 
the tariff revision plank in the Iowa 
republican platform has no signifi- 
cance whatsoever have been given a 
rude shock. 

It will be recalled that immediately 
after the Iowa republicans acted it 
was determined by the administration 
politicians that tariff agitation can 
only injure republican chances and 
from the president on down the list 
there were declarations that there is 
no call for revision. 

As for this Iowa declaration, an ef- 
fort was made to laugh it away as 
meaningless. The strong talk of 
Speaker Henderson and most of the 
members of the Iowa congressional 
delegation against tariff revision was 
given wide circulation, and_ to 
strengthen the claim that the action 
of that state convention was meaning- 
less Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, 
who hails from that state, was select- 
ed to sound the campaign keynote. 
This he did in a speech delivered in 
New England. In this the eminent 
financier, who is a good deal of a poli- 
tician himself, endeavored to construe 
the call for revision as a simple dec- 
laration that the time for revision had 
not arrived. 

For a time this served to quiet the 
alarm in high protection circles, where 
the idea prevails that the republican 
campaign must be waged on a let-well- 
enough-alone platform. But something 
has now occurred to disconcert those 
who are taking to themselves the flat- 
tering unction that all had been fixed. 

A few days ago there was a confer- 
ence of the Iowa republican leaders to 
lay out a plan of campaign. At this 
conference there were gathered to- 
gether Speaker Henderson, most of 
the members of the house delegation, 
Senator Dolliver and a number of the 
men prominent in state politics. Sen- 
ator Allison seems to have been ab- 
sent, which is no surprise, as the oc- 
casion was one calling for an expres- 
sion of opinion. 

Speaker Henderson started the talk- 
ing by deprecating tariff agitation. 
He said he regarded the expression of 
the state platform as unfortunate and

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The Remedy by Evolution. 

Evolution is a large and expansive 
word. It is concocted of india-rubber 
and inflated by any old sort of gas. 
It is used as a big buffer word in reli- 
gion, science, commerce and politics. 
It is little wonder, then, that when the 
president in discussing the trust evils 
found himself short of a way of escape 
he grabbed the word “evolution” and 
sailed gayly into the clouds. 

His idea that the trust question will 
be eventually settled by the processes 
of evolution is not, however, to be de- 
spised. We are not certain whether 
he meant to refer to industrial evolu- 
tion or politica] evolution, but in eith- 
er event there are large possibilities 
in both directions. 

Slowly but none the less surely the 
trusts are breeding in this country va- 
rious cults of men who call themselves 
socialists, or government ownership 
men, or other names that indicate a 
willingness to stand for any plausible 
scheme that will put the larger neces- 
sary industries and all public service 
utilities out of the reach of private 
greed and control. All of these men 
are not cranks, visionaries, or non- 
stakeholders in the public welfare. 
They find representatives in men like 
Henry George, Washington Gladden, 
ex-Senator Reagan and other publi- 
cists old enough to have watched the 
evolution of the trusts and wise 
enough to preview another evolution 
of state socialism against them. And 
the president comes dangerously near 
to joining them when he proposes 
a constitutional amendment enabling 
congress to deal effectually with the 
trusts. | 

But the earlier and likelier evolu- 
tion is that great political revolution 
which is already forming in the na- 
tion. Party lines are giving way be- 
fore the pressure of people who refuse 
to be voted like bulk cargoes of cattle 
for any old trust policy the capitalists 
dictate to the republican leaders. The 
more rigidly the democracy holds this 
issue to the front the greater will be 
its gains and the surer an early and 
trust-smashing victory. If this is the 
evolution the president refers to—but 
it isn’t—we would be prepared to 
think him the correctest prophet of 
the era. Nevertheless that evolution 
is coming! 
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South Carolina Decision. 

The returns from yesterday’s pri- 
mary in South Carolina are sufficient- 
ly complete to show that Hon. D. 
Clinch Heyward has been designated 
as democratic nominee for governor 
and that Hon. A. C. Latimer is to be 
the successor of Senator McLaurin. 

Captain Heyward’s success is made 
particularly notable because of this 
being his first candidacy for office. 
He is a man of magnificent character, 
of splendid business ability, untram- 
meled’ by factional alliances, and -u« 
every way equipped to make his state 
an ideal governor. His victory in the 
primary indicates that the people have 
had enough of factionalism and parti- 
san rancor and want peace and quiet. 
Captain Heyward will go into office 
free of political pledges, with no 
friends to rewaru and no enemies to 
punish, and judging from the charac- 
ter of the man, his administration 
will be one of which the entire state 
will have reason to be proud. 

Mr. Latimer’s election to the senate 
is in the nature of a promotion, he 
having been a member of the lower 
house of congress. He has made an 
excellent record as a conscientious, 
capable worker for his constituents 
and will prove an efficient, hard-work- 
ing senator.

ADAMS IS FIRST JUSTICE 
TO COME FROM SAVANNAH 


ON. SAMUEL B. ADAMS, who has 

been appointed to fill the unexpired 

term as associate justice of the su- 
preme court of Georgia, made vacant by 
the resignation of former Associate Jus- 
tice Ha] T. Lewis, is one of the most 
gifted lawyers of the state and a man in 
whom those who know him repose every 
trust. 

Justice Adams was born in Savannah 
September 8, 1853. It happened that the 
appointment to the highest judicia] posi- 
tion in the gift of the people of Georgia 
came to him on the forty-ninth anniver- 
sary of his birth. It is also a fact of in- 
terest that he is the first man from Sa- 
vannah to occupy a place on the supreme 
bench of Georgia despite the fact that 
many of the most eminent jurists of the 
state have been residents of that city. 

Justice Adams was graduated from the 
University of Georgia in the class of 1872. 
Less than a year later he was admitted 
to the bar and immediately began the 
practice of law, being a member of the 
firm of Meldrim & Adams. Several years 
later he went into partnership with his 
brother, the late Judge A. Pratt Adamis. 
and afterwards became a member of the 
firm of Denmark & Adams, of which the 
late Brantley A. Denmark was the senior 
partner. On the death of Mr. Denmark 
this firm became Adams, Freeman, Den- 
mark & Adams. Justice Adams is now 
the senior member of this firm. 

For many years Justice Adams has been 
city attorney of Savannah. To this posi- 
tion he has been repeatedly elected 
despite the many factidna) fights which 
have been such a prominent feature of 
Savannah city politics. He has neyer 
offered for any other pubiic office. Justice 
Adams has held many positions of trust. 
He is now a member of the board of trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia, a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of Wesleyan 
Female college and a member of the 
board of education of Chatham county. 

He is a consistent member of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church and for many 
years has been a prominent figure in all 
the affairs of the church in this section. 
As a jay delegate he has taken part in 
many conferences and in these the wis- 
dom of his counsel has always caused 
him to be given an attentive hearing no 
matter what subject he might be discuss- 
ing. 

As a speaker Justice Adams is regarded 
more forceful thatn eloquent. There is 
in his manner a certain calm power that

OVER VIGILANT? 


Police Board Wrestles with 
an Interesting Ques- 
tion, 


‘JOHNSON SAYS THERE ARE 


TOO MANY ARRESTS 


‘Tones Says Laws Must Be Enforced. 


Comparisons Made with Rich- 
mond — Matter To Come 
Up at Another Meeting 
of the Board. 


Acting Chairman Johnson, of the po- 
lice board, caused a lively discussion last 
might when he stated that he believed 
the policemen of Atlanta were making 
too many arrests. He said there were 
about 17,000 arrests made last year and 
the number was still increasing. He 
had gotten the chief of police to write 
to Richmond, Va., for figures so as to 
make comparisons between the two 
cities in regard to the making of cases. 
Richmond is larger than Atlanta and 
there are nat near as many arrests made 
in that city. 

The statement of the commissioner came 
just after the board had heard reports 
@bout how much money certain police- 
men had made for the city in fines, and 
the money-making policemen had been 
praised for their work. Officers in the 
department had long ago said that to 
make a policeman ambitious to make 
money for the city with fines would in- 
cite in them a desire to book as many 
cases as possible. There are policemen 
who keep little books with entries of the 
fines they have caused prisoners to pay 
and they boast, if the amounts are 
large. 

Said Cases Are Dismissed. 

“IT notice that out of the thousands of 
cases,”’ said Commissioner Johnson, 
“about one-third of them are dismissed.’’ 

“I didn’t know Recorder Broyles ever 
dismissed any cases,’ exclaimed Commis- 
sioners Brotherton and Fox in chorus. 

Chief Ball stated that many cases 
were reported by citizens and the officers 
had to make the arrests. 

“A policeman should have some <Scre- 
tion,’’ said Commissioner Brotherton.

At 
the meeting of the Stone Mountain Bap- 
tist Association it was held by some of 
the delegates that the rules of the as- 
sociation indorse ‘‘alien immersion.”’ 

It is believed that the members of the 
Tabernacle Baptist church wil] take ad- 
vantage of this fact and will endeavor to 
prove that the other churches have 
strayed from the beaten path and the 
Tabernacle Baptist church is pursuing 
the course laid down in the rules of the 
association.

COMPANY'S AFFAIRS 
TAKEN INTO COURT 


J. R. Singer Files Bill Against Clarke 
and Singer Buggy Co. 


ASKS FOR AN ACCOUNTANT 


Claims Officers Refuse Him Informa- 
tion and Also To Deliver His 
Stock — Case Set for Sep- 
tember 20—Other Court 
News. 


J. R. Singer yesterday filed a bill in the 
superior court, asking that the Clarke & 
Singer Buggy Company be required to de- 
liver to him stock valued at $1,000, and 
also that an expert accountant and a 
skilled man be appointed to take stock 
and report on the condition of the busi- 
ness of the corporation from the time of 
its organization. 

Singer claims that John 8. Clarke, the 
the secre- 
tary, have worked together against him 
and have endeavored to prevent him from 


taking part in the management of the 
business. He states that he owns ten 
shares cf stock at $]W0° each, but that 
Clarke and Childs refuse to give him any 
information as to the status of the busi- 
ness. He says that from what he has 
heard he believes the concern is losing 
money heavily. 

He charges, further, that from the con- 
duct of Clarke and Childs, he believes it 
is their purpose to practically confiscate 
his stock. He states that he proposed 
to sell them his stock, but that they re- 
fused to buy, and that they have brought 
suit in the city court for $333.44 on a pre- 
tended claim. Singer denies owing the 
debt and alleges that Clarke and Childs 
claim they are holding the stock as se- 
curity for the pretended claim. Attorney 
J. J. Barge filed the bill. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin set the case for 
a hearing on September 2. 

Claim Infringement of Rights. 

Alleging an infringement of their rights 
James M. Stewart and P. A. Stewart, of 
the Acme Upium Cure Vompany, yester- 
day instituted two suffs for damages. 
One of the suits is against A. C. Hook 
and Alfred I. Manson for $5,500 and the 
other is against A. I. Manson and E. 8. 
Morris for $1,W0v. 

The plaintiffs claim. that they  pur- 
chased from L. F. ‘Tilden the business 
of the Acme Opium Cure Company and 
his formula for the medicine and that he 
agreed not to sell the formula to anyone 
else. It is alleged that he violated this 
agreement and sold the formula to the 
defendants, after which they began busi- 
ness, using the name of the Acme Opium 
Cure Company. 

The petition states that the plaintiffs 
had built up a large business, but that 
it was almost totally taken from them 
by the defendant«.

GEORGIA CROP CONDITIONS. 


Heavy Rains in Northern and Middle 
Georgia Have Done the Crops 
Much Good. 

The general summary of the reports of 
Georgia crop conditions, as prepared by 
Section Director J. B. Marbury, is as fol- 

lows: 

“Heavy rains fell in numerous north- 
ern and middle counties from the 2d to 
the 4th and in southern counties from 
the 4th to the 6th, while in other sections 
light and occasionai showers occurred 
during the week. The rainfall was ben- 
eficial to Ind and late crops. The soil 
is now in fine condition for fall plowing 
and seeding and preparations for this 
work are under way in- various locali- 
ties. Late forage crops, sweet potatoes 
and late planted turnips are making fa- 
vorable progress. Fodder gathering has 
continued in the northern counties: some 
that was stacked was injured by the 
heavy rains.- 

“Cotton continues opening rapidly. The 
recent rains have been of very little 
benefit, as plants in many fields were 
beyond recovery. In sections where the 
weather of the week was generally fair 
picking was rushed and is well advanced, 
many fields being nearly cléariéi. In 
other districts picking was retarded by 
the rains and the staple was discolored. 
There is complaint of scarcity of labor 
in numerous counties. New blooms are 
scarce except here and there on bottoni 
lands, ana no top crop is indicated. Lit- 
tle or no improvement in the general 
condition of the crop ocurred during 
the week. In a few sections the outlook 
is regarded as the poorest in several

WEATHER MAN EXPLAINS IT 


Forecaster Marbury Says That the 
Fall of Temperature Is Caused 
by the Relative Positions 
of the High and Low 
Pressure Areas. 


“Cool yesterday, cooler today,’ is the 
condensed report and forecast of the 


weather man. 
Raglans and heavy wraps, ulsters and 

fur cays will feel comfortable this morn- 

ing, according to the prediction of Fore- 


easter Marbury. 

The coal man has begun to have his 
inning, and to smoke with leisurely com- 
fort his good Havanas, while the ice 
man has put crepe on his wagon and 
begun to swear with right good vigor as 
he shiveringly smokes his ‘‘stogies.”’ 

Yesterday afternoon, with the mercury 
in the tube shivering around 65, and with 
the wind blowing at the rate of 8 miles 
an hour after a heavy rainfall, Atlantans 
decided that winter was near at hand. 

A visit to Forecaster Marbury, and an 
inquiry of him as to the cause of the 
winter-like weather, brought at first the 
terse response that it was ‘“‘time to have 
some cold weather.”’ When asked for a 
scientific reason for the drop in the tem- 
perature, he gave the following answer: 

‘The high pressure area that covered 
the Atlantic coast yesterday has moved 
eastward, followed by the low area from 
the lake region, which in turn is closely 
followed by the northwestern high pres- 
sure area. As a result of the above 
changes, cloudiness has covered the east- 
ern half of the country, and rains have 
been gefieral at most stations east of the 
Mississipp* river. The falls have been 
greatest in Georgia and the Carolinas. 

‘The advance of the area of high 
barometer from the northwest is causing 
a general and marked fall in the tem- 
perature to the east and southeast of its 
center. Temperatures below 40 degrees 
with frost are reported from South Da- 
kota and Nebraska. 

‘The conditions favor fair weather in 


_ section tonight and Wednesday, with 


ower temperatures. 

“The relative positions of the high and 
low pressure areas is what is causing the 
cool weather, and it will continue cool 
as long as these positions remafn the 
ame.”’

Following 
the call genera! buying of a substantial sort 
carried prices quite Steadily upward until 
January reached 8.27, at which level those 
traders who had ben fortunate enough to 
60 long of the market at the close jast 
night sold for profits. A slight reaction oc- 
curred, but the undertone remained very steady. 
The commission houses all had liberal buying 
orders and the late cables from Liverpoo! 
were bullish. Europe, the south and Wall 
street were buyers. Then came the weeki; 
crop weather report from Washington, an 
failed to mote the expected general improve- 
ment in the crop condition, but rather toid 
of confirmation of the ehort yield in Texas 
and other districts.

Ther« 
were reports of too much rain in Georgia 
and a portion of Alabama. the complaini 
being that open cotton was damaged ard dis 
selored. The market closed very steady ai 
about top for the day, a net advance of 
12 to 16 poinis.

Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, September 9.—The demand for 
spot cotton today was quite active.

New York September 9.—Since the publica- 
tion of the monthly report of the Untied State; 
government on the cotton crop, the most vig- 
orous, subtle and insidious efforts have been 
made to nullify the effects of that report and 
unduly depress the value of cotton. These 
efforts have emanated, for the most part. 
from brokers and manipulators identified witi) 
eoncerns whose business it is to purchase cof- 
ton in the south for export, and it has been 
viain that their efforts were intended to de- 
preciate the price of spot cotton in the south 
by artificially depressing futures in New York. 
They have had the audacity to attempt to 
discredit no less an authority than the United 
States government. They have circulated falee 
reports that I was selling out the cotton of 
the south by advising them to buy while I 
was selling: They have endeavored to stam- 
pede the market by emphasizing the fact that 
receipts are large, while it is well known tha: 
large receipts early in the season are invariably 
indicative of a small and drought-shortened 
crop. The course of the market today shows 
that the efforts have failed, and I now feel 
confident that a fresh advance is impending. 
which will probably carry prices much nearer 
to 9 cents than they have previoualy been. 

The following proposition with regard to the 
cotton situation I hold to be self-evident: The 
indicated crop, according to all accepted au- 
thorities is decidedly less than last year. 
The indicated consumption, according to al! 

cepted authorities, is 11.250.000 bales. The 

rtificated stock of cotton tn New York avail- 
able for delivery on contract ie this evening 
only 15,000 bales. Futures in New York at 
present prices are no higher than the price 
of middling cotton in almost all the southern 
markets tributary to New York, while the 
cost. of bringing such cotton to New York 
and delivering it on contract is not less than 
half a cent per pound. The short interest i 
enormous, and spinners are practically bare of 
stock for their immediate requirements, The 
consumption of southern mills, chiefly locate’ 
in the states of Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia, for the current vear wil! 
not be less than 2,000,000 bales. The pro- 
duction of the states in which these mills are 
located will only be about 2,500,000 bales. 
The difference of 500,000 bales is much less 
than was last year exported from the port 
of Savannah alone. The relation of the New 
York market to the southern marketa and the 
trade at large is becoming more and more 
artificial each year, and those who permit 
themselves to be short in the New York mar- 
ket are, in my opinion, making a serious mis- 
tSke $$ The southern holder and producer will 
do well to disregard the manipulated fluctua- 
tions of an artificial market, and, governing 
himself by the commercfal law of supply and 
demand, ie justified in demanding and receiv- 
ing at least 9 cents per pound for this year’s 
crop of cotton. THEODORE H. PRICE.

SPEEDY AUTO IS BROUGHT 
TO ATLANTA BY AUSTELL 
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HE first self-propelting vehicle of 
1 the genus ‘“‘devil,”’ species “red,” 

seen in Atlanta, came to town 
yesterday. Alfred Austell, formerly of 
Atlanta, but for the last six years a 
student at Yale university, was the only 
passenger, and Charles Swanson was the 
engineer, steerer, repairer and guide, all 
of which positions are comprehended un- 
der the title chauffeur. 

The big auto was the center of attrac- 
tion when it appeared on the streets 
yesterday and the whir of the mammoth 
wheels caused the most staid citizens to 
rubber strenuously. 

The arrival of Austell and Mis ‘“‘Red 
Devil’’ marks the end of a journey of 
1,200 miles over the roughest roads this 
side of the Rocky mountains. Mr. Aus- 
tell left New Haven, Conn., shortly after 
the close of the session at Yale and ar- 
rived at his destination one montn later. 
No attempt was made at record-breaking, 
but the trip, considering the poor condi- 
tion of the roads, was completed in good 
time. 

The auto was stabled, so to speak, at 
Frank Stewart’s, on Alabama street, and 
was viewed by a constant stream of 
visitors yesterday. The machine was 
built for Mr. Austell by Winton, of 
Cleveland, the greatest manufacturer of 
automobiles in America. The “Hed Dev-

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il’’ was made to order and cost some- 
thing like $16,000. It is a high-speed tour- 
ing machine, capable of maintaining a 
gait of 50 miles an hour over good roads. 
Electricity is the motive power. The auto 
weighs one ton amd' with tre addition of 
the two occupants and the luggage that 
was brought by Austell, the aggregate 
weight was slightly over 3,00 pounds. 

‘rhe trip was made without any excit- 
ing experiences. Only twice did any se- 
rious accident occur. At Staunton, Va., 
the induction coi] of the motor burned 
out and a week was lost while the ap- 
paratus was being repaired. Just before 
arriving in Atlanta one of the brakes 
was fractured while coming down a steep 
hill. 

Alfred Austell is the youngest son of the 
late Genera] Alfred Austell, and lived in 
Atlanta till he entered Yale several years 
ago. At the New Haven instituflon he 
was considered one of the brainiest men 
in the universitv. He was a member of 
the Yale Chess Club and represented the 
university in two inter-collegiate contests. 
He was, perhaps, the wealthiest student 
of Yale. 

Mr. Austell stated yesterday that he 
intended to make Atlanta his home. He 
will probably engage in the practice of 
his chosen profession, law. 

And, incidentally, he will find recreation 


in touring the country in the only racing 
auto south of Washington.

‘Must Take Of Uniform and Badge 
and Stop Pelicing. 


TWO RAN FOR CITY SEXTON 


Sergeant Bonnell Retires from the 
Race — Patrolman Dukes Will 
Continue To Solicit Votes. 
Given Leave of Absence 
Until After Election. 


The police commissioners took up the 
question last night about the advisa- 
bility of a policeman running for a public 
office while still a member of the force. 
The decision reached was that a member 
of the force could offer for office pro- 
vided he got into citizen's clothes and 
laid aside his badge. When he is elec- 
tioneering he must not draw any pay 
as a policeman. 

These conditions caused one policeman 
to quit politics. 

Chief Ball started the crusade against 
policemen running for office. He said 
that the department was accused of be- 
ing in politics, and he believed members 
of the force should -not be candidates 
and police at the same time. 

Two policemen have been candidates 
for city sexton, Sergeant Bonnell and 
Patrolman Dukes. They were both before 
the board fast night. 

Sergeant Bonnell stated that he had 
decided to withdraw from the race, 

‘‘T have learned that a bird in the hand 
Is worth two in the bush.” said the ser- 
geant, ‘“‘and I want the job I’ve got.’’ 

Patrolman Dukes refused to withdraw. 
He said that he was in the race to stay. 

Commissioner Brotherton said he did 
not think Dukes could win, and he would 
only be wasting his time and money. 

Commissioner Jones did not think any 
policeman should run for office and elec- 
tioneer for votes with his uniform and 
badge on. 

Commissioner Brotherton sata that it 
was a bad principle for a member of the 
force to run for any office. 

Commissioner Day said he differed with 
Commissioner Brotherton. He thought 
any man had a right to run for office. 

It was finally decided to let Dukes run 
for city sexton, provided he took off his 
uniform and badge and donned citizen's 
clothes. He was given a leave of ab- 
Sence until the day after the election. 
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Public Service of Railways. 

The statistical report of the interstate 
commerce commission for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1902, shows that during that 
year the railroads of the country hauled 
over 600,000,000 passengers.

There was an increase in the density 
of passenger traffic, as The number of 
passengers carried 1 mile per mile of 
line in 181 was 8Y,721, and in 1900, 83,- 
PUA 

The number of tons of freight carried 
during the year was 1,0SY,226,440, a de- 
crease of 12,453,798 being shown. The 
number of tons ot freight carried 1 mile 
—that is, ton mileage—was 147,077,136,040. 
The increase in The number of tons car- 
ried 1 mile was 5,477,9/%,770. ‘ne number 
of tons carried 1 mile per mile of line 
was 760,414. ‘hese figures show an in- 
crease in the density of freigit traffic of 
25,048 tons carried 1 mile per mfe of 
line. 

The report contains a summary of 
freight traffic analyzed on the basis of 
commodity  classificatfon, and also a 
summary indicating in some degree the 
localization of the origin of railway 
freight by groups of commodities. 

Tne average revenue per passenger per 
mile for the year ending June Sv, 1901, 
was 2.013 cents. For fhe preceding year 
it was 2.08 cents. The revenue per ton 
of freight per mile was U./50 cent, while 
for 1900 it was 0.729 cent. An increase fn 
earnings per train mile appears for both 
passenger and freight trains. ‘he average 
cost of running a train 1 mile also in- 
creased. The percentage of operating ex- 
penses to earnings was 64.86 per cent,

SOUTH PLAYING 
IMPORTANT PART 


Coal and Iron Jaterests a Facter in 
World’s Trade. 


RICHARD EDMONDS TALKS 


Tells of Wonderful Development 
in the South and Says the 
Ground Has Only Just Been 
Scratched—He Goes to 
Alabama. 


Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, Baltimore, was 
in Atlanta yesterday on his way to Bir- 
mingham. Mr. Edmonds is a director of 
the Alabama Consolidated Coal and Iron 
Company, and visits Birmingham every 
few months to keep in touch with the 
operation of the company. 

“At present,’ said Mr. Edmonds, ‘“‘the 
company is mining nearly 12,000 tons of 
coal a week and making about 9,000 or 
10,000 tons of iron a month, but the iron 
output will soon be largely increased, 
as the company is now building at Gads- 
den the largest furnace in Alabama. 

‘‘All the Alabama iron companies, and, 
in fact, all iron companies in the United 
States, are overcrowded with business 
and have sold much of their output up 
to the middle of next year. So great 
is the hunger for iron that though the 
output in the United States is now at 
the rate of about 17,000,000 tons a year, 
there is not at all the furnaces in the 
country as much unsold iron as is needed 
for one-half day’s consumption. Con- 
sumers are hunting ail over Europe to 
buy iron to meet these famine condi- 
tions. 

“The building of railroads, the con- 
struction of iron buildings and other grow- 
ing demands for iron have run the con- 
sumption beyond production, though every 
furnace in the country which is in condi- 
tion for operation is being crowded to 
its utmost capacity. This means phe- 
nomenal ’prosperity for the coal and iron 
interests of the south and gives prom- 
ise of our iron regions duplicating the 
vast wealth which has been created in 
Pennsylvania out of iron and coal. 

‘Only last week capitalists closely iden- 
tifled with the United States Steel Cor- 
poration bought three furnaces at Shef- 
field, Ala., and for two weeks there has 
been an active buying of stock of the 
Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Company, 
of Birmingham, running the common 
stock up from $30 a share to $80 a snare, 
and the control has now probably been 
secured by New York capitalists whose 
identity has not yet been revealed. In 
fact, it looks as though at last ‘the south’s 
iron and coal interests are to become 
leading factors in the word’s trade, but 
so far we have scarcely scratched the 
ground in our work of development.’’ 


HAS COMPLETED ITS WORK 


Counci] Charter Committee Will Now 
Prepare a Report. 


HELD MEETING YESTERDAY 


Charter Revision Committee of For- 
ty-Nine Will Not Meet Until the 
Other Committee Reports. 


The council committee on charter re- 
vision met yesterday afternoon and com- 
pleted the work of revising the report 
of the citizens’ committee of forty-nine, 
which had been put into its hands by 
council. 

Only one section of the proposed new 
city charter was considered at the meet- 
ing. That was the chapter dealing with 
franchises and the committee agreed to 
adopt in its place the provisions sug- 
gested by Colonel T. B. Felder when he 
submitted his views to the committee last 
Friday evening. 

This section gives the mayor and city 
council full power to grant public utility 
franchises with such restrictions as may 
be deemed advisable. It also gives the 
city authority to exercise municipal own- 
ership, and provides that telephone and 
telegraph companies, and those that do an 
interstate business, shall be exempt from 
that particular stipulation of the pro- 
posed new act. 

The matter was discussed at length 
and when the chapter was adopted 
Chairman James L, Key announced that 
the committee had considered every sec- 
tion of the report of the citizens’ com- 
mittee. Councilman Malvern Hill sug- 
gested that the parts of the proposed 
charter which had been adopted by the 
committee be typewritten and that the 
committee meet again, at the call of the 
chairman, for the purpose of reading it 
over. A report will then be prepared 
and submitted to council, probably at 
Monday's meeting. 

In the meantime there will be no 
meeting of the committee of forty-nine. 
This committee met last week and de- 
cided to take no action until the council 
committee had reported. It was agreed 
to meet today at 4 o'clock, but as the 
council committee will not be able to 
prepare a report before the end of the 
week at best, Judge George Hillyer, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee, an- 
nounced late yesterday afternoon that 
the session would be called off until such 
time as the other committee reported. 

It is, therefore, altogether probable that 
the committee of forty-nine will not 
meet again until the first of next week.

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REDUCTION IN THE 
COUNTY TAX RATE 


Finance Committees Fixes Rate at 
$6.20 on the Thousand. 


BOARD WILL RATIFY ACTION 


Chairman Walter R. Brown, of the 
Committee, Beiieves Rate Will 
Be Sufficient To Carry the 
County—Combined Rate 
Will Be $10.50. 


The county tax rate for the fiscal year 
1902, beginning with October 1, will be 
86 cents less than for the past year. 

The finance committee of the board of 
county commissioners met yesterday 
morning and fixed the rate at $%.2 on the 
thousand. The rate for the past year 
was $6.06. The combined state and county 
rate will be 
$1.05 on the hundred. 

The amount Of property in Fulton coun- 
ty returned for taxation is $53,034,579, and 
a rate of $5.20 will realize taxes to the 
amount of $275,779.80. It is estimated that 
about $35,000 will be received from sources 
other than the digests, making a total 
of $310,779.80. 

Chairman Walter R. Brown, of the 
finance committee, will notify Chairman 
Forrest Adair, of the board, of the ac- 
tion of the committee and the latter will 
then call a meeting of the board to ratify 
the rate. The meeting will probably be 
called for tomorrow. It is practically 
certain the board will indorse the action 
of the committee. 

The committee was unanimous for the 
rate of %.20. Chairman Brown was very 
anxious to have the rate reduced and has 
been working energetically to that end. 
He desired to have the citizens of Ful- 
ton county relieved from heavy taxation 
as much as possible, and he states that 
he believes the amount of taxes to be 
derived from the rate will be entirely ade- 
quate to operate the different departments 
of the county without the necessity of the 
beard having to borrow money next year. 
The apportionment sheet for the depart- 
ments will be arranged within the next 
few days. 

The finance committee is composed of 
Hon. Walter R. Brown, chairman; Judge 
E. B. Rosser and Judge H. E. W., 
Palmer.
